Mrs. Stratton was raised in 
Queens and was educated in 
New York City Public Schools. 
She received her _ higher 
education after most of her

children had grown at BCC and 
SUNY-Binghamton. She now 
lives on a dairy farm in Oxford, 
in Chenango County, New York, 
with her husband and four year 
old daughter. She also has five 
adult children. Mrs. Stratton 
commutes daily from Oxford 
and notes that Oxford is a 
community where one can 
“really get to know people.” 

Mrs. Stratton says she is 
impressed by the community 
college concept because it is 
tailored to fit the needs of the 
community and also allows 
older people a chance to con- 
tinue their education, an op- 
portunity that they would not 
otherwise have. 

Students at BCC have .a 
responsibility to become aware 
of the situations in our local 
jails according to Mrs. Stratton.

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ponderous pictures thrown 
together in a haphazard fashion 
for no reason at all. 

The dialogue is so bad that 
one expects Bowie to say, 


“Yonder lies the castle of my 


fadduh.’’ Bowie and the rest of 
the players are constantly 
defeated by the things they have 
to say and do. An example of the 
inane level of the scenario is 
found in the scene in which 
Bowie reveals himself to be an 
alien. The girl, shocked at first, 
immediately bakes .a tray of 
cookies which Bowie knocks out 
of her hand. At the end, the 
ruined Bowie, drunk, listens to 
an old song--if one has to see the 
film for some strange reason, 
this would be a good condition to 
be in. 

Murder by Death is an 
amusing trifle written by Neil 
Simon, which again takes what 
seems to be a good idea and 


destroys it, as The Man does, by 
repetition of  effects--if 
something doesn’t work once, 
repeat it again and again. There 
are so many jokes about hidden 

~ rooms, a Chinaman’s. diction 
and naked butlers that are 
repeated that it is a torture just 
to sit there to its ambiguous 
trite ending. 

According to an ad for the 
film, ‘‘The Gumball Rally has 
more cars than stars!’’ Un- 
fortunately, this is true. For two 
hours, engines rev up, cars run 
around a lot of roads at high 
speeds, and much of the 
dialogue is hard to hear over the 
roaring of the engines. The 
object of this questionable race 
is to get from New York to Los 
Angeles in the shortest time 
possible to receive the grand 
prize of a gumball machine. 


This is the element of the whole - 


ludicrous plot. The whole movie 


- 
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wrecks, as do some of the cars. 

The players, better left un- 
named, are terrible; they have 
been bad in good movies as well 
so we can’t forgive them. 

Obsession is an example of 
art as artifice, in which Cliff 
Robertson in three different 
accents) plays a New Orleans 
businessman whose ‘wife and 
child are supposedly killed in a 
screwed-up kidnap rescue, but 
years later, he sees a gir] in the 
same church he was married in. 
She turns out to be his daughter, 
and runs to him in slow motion, 
screaming ‘‘Daddy!’’ This 
scene was done better in The 
Little Colonel. The same 
problems arise as with other 
bad films--repetition, mushy 
dialogue and the kind of 
misplaced camera movement 
that made responsible critics 
gush. They must have seen 
another film. 


The Sentinel Is Enjoyable 


Night Chills is an exciting 
Suspense story about a small 
community controlled by 
subliminal messages on the TV. 
The novel moves fast, which is 
to its credit, and raises many 
interesting moral issues about 
hidden messages in advertising, 
and how they should be used. 

Dean Koontz,’ the writer, 
using scientific fact to mix in 
with the fictional story line. The 
deliberate brutalization and 
murder of a test subject is 
related in the scientific 
movement rather than facile 
emotionalism, which would 
destroy the effect. 

The resolute hero of Koontz’s 
novel is a rather commonplace 
widower with two children who 


~ becomes steely of eye after his ~ 


son is murdered, and wipes up 
the bad guys almost single- 
handles. He is an almost per- 
fectly created hero archetype, 
who believes in authority 
figures, and only takes action 
with direct evidence in hand. 
His fight against the villains 
runs the same way--from a 
beginning of prudent ob- 
servation to an escalating 
violence. 

The villains of the story area 
bit too pat--religious fanatic, 
colonel, and pervert, with 
compliant, personalities, the 
kind it takes to pull off an 
operation of this magnitude. 
Unfortunately for them, as for 
most stock villains, the fates 
are against them, and they are 
condemned to a grisly end after

their subliminal training falls 


_ flat on them, and their excesses 


in life are used against them. 

Night Chills is a good, 
readable combination of 
science fact and suspense 
fiction that moves quickly to its 
violent conclusion. As a calm, 
efficient entertainment, it’s 
quite readable.

The moral aspects of the story 
are a bit unsound. The thought 
that a defrocked priest and a 
loony real estate agent would 
decide to turn failed suicides 
into “‘sentinels,’’ sucking the 
youth out of them and setting 
them up in a chair by a window 
so the devil’s agents can’t come 
across the path of the attic, and 
enter the world. If they got out 
by that street, they’d probably 
be mugged. 

The demonic characters, led 
by one named Chazen, are more 
serious than the foolish types 
created in Rosemary’s Baby, 
but also more necessities than 
characters, each bringing the 
girl a little closer to the brink of 
doom. 

The Sentinel is a mild en- 
tertainment guaranteeing the 
reader fun, unthinking time. 
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Fee Is Justified 


What is an activity fee? That is a question that is 
frequently asked by many incoming freshmen. To 
answer one must first explain that the activity fee has 
been in the past a source of both confusion and con- 
troversy. 


The activity fee is a $25 per semester fee paid by 
everyone enrolled as a full time student. The above 
illustration is an initial breakdown of where this 
money goes. Arguments have arisen in the past, 
concerning the question of the activity fee being 
mandatory for everyone, even if you don’t happen to 
be in anyway involved in any of the things that the 
activity fee pays for. 

Many ideas have been floating around about how to 
solve this. Perhaps the most common suggestion has 
been that it be made an optional fee and that those 
who chose not to pay it would be charged visitor fees 
to attend mixers and other social activities and to use 
any other facilities which require showing of a 
validated 1D. Notification on the 1D would indicate as 
to whether the particular student paid his activity fee. 

These students also would not be allowed to par- 
ticipate in any athletics or club activities. 

This whole set-up seems. highly unfeasible, 
however, since it would greatly reduce the amount of 
money coming in for all student activities thus 
reducing the quality.
